Tae Transit RAILROAD | or 
Transit Railroad of Minnesota commences at 
Winona, two hundred miles above Galena.

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Mayence is the next town of importance on 
the route. It is the oldest fortitied town on the 
Rame, beving been founded by the Roman Em- 
peror Dr usus, who had a camp here, whieh be 
afterwards conv into a permanent citadel, 
* } a chaia of fortresses built 
for protection against the barbarous Germans. 
There.are houses still standing (the Cathedra! 
amiorg others) which were built in the tenth 
ceatury, and many Roman antiquities, such as 
broken statues, tombstones, implements, altars, 
&., found in the neighborhood, besides the 
Tower of Drusus, partly destroyed, and an an- 
cient aqueduct, enumerated among the curiosi- 
ties, are proofs of the ancient origin of May- 
ence, called by the Romans Moguntieum. The 
modern city, containing 56,000 inbabitants, still 

bears its ancient reputation as @ stronghold. It 
belongs to the Grand Duke of Hesse- Darmstadt, 
but being the strongest fortress of the German 
Confederation, it is garrisoned by 8,000 men, 
half Prussians, half Austrians, under the com- 
mand of a governor elected alternatiely 
either nation for a period of five years. The 
Eleetor of Mayence, who was also Archbishop, 
was first prince of the German Empire; he pre- 
sided at Diets, and at the election of Emperor, 
where he exercised very powerful influence; so 
that one Primate, Werner, on proposing a can- 
didate, is reported to have added, I have oth- 
ere in my pocket. His dominions comprehend- 
ed 146 German square miles (German mile 5 to 
Eoglish) with a population ot 400,000 souls, and 
a revenue of one and a half millions florins. The 
canons of the cathedral, supported by iis enor- 
mous revenues, lived a jovial life, as may be 
gathered from the answer they returned to the 
Pope, who had reproved them fer their wor!dly 
and luxurious debits: ‘‘ We have more wine 
then ie meeded for the mass, and not enough to 
turn our mills with.“ We are indebted to May- 
ence for two long strides towards the civiliza- 
tion of Europe. It was one of the citizens of 
Mayence, John Gensfleisch (goosefiesh) calied 
Guttenberg, who invented printing by means of 
moveable types. A bronze statue was erected in 
Mayence to his honor. Here he was born and 
died, although the fact ia disputed by the peo- 


ple of Strasburg and Frankfort, and in both ei- 


ties the sathe honor is paid him. The citizens 
of Mayence first proposed the formation of the 
Rhinish League, by means of which the princi- 
pal robber strongholds throughout Europe were 
demolished, during the thirteenth and four- 
teenth centuries, and the commerce of Germany 
was relieved of the burdensome ee 
by knighly bighwaymen. | 

- Mayence is not, in its general appearance, at- 
tractive to passing strangers. The old streets

About half u mile 
east of the town, in a most favorable position, 
is a Russian, or rather Greek chapel, ereeted for 
the monument of the late Grand Duchess, who 
was a Russian Princes. Her statue, a beautiful 
reclining figure, whieh represents her in sweet 
repose, is placed in a recess, made expressly 
for it. The architect spent several years in 
Russia and Greece, in order to procure a perfect 
Greek model, and the best artists of St. Peters- 
burg were employed in adorning its walls It 
is pearly square. and is surmounted by a dome 
and four cupolas, covered with pure gold. Upon 
each cross two chains are suspended, and fast- 
ened to the cupolas below, the object of which |
